alqpe,  In  couples  or  In  group*  to 
attend.

As  tar  as  Massachusetts  Is  concerned,

It  is  a  mistake  to  assume  that  a  woman 
suffrage  bill  can  have  no  chance  what¬ 
ever  of  success  in  this  Btato  -  A  glance 
at  the  legislative  votes  on  that  point 
within  the  past  few  years  will  show  that 
the  refusals  to  pass  such  a  measure  have 
been  carried  by  comparatively  small 
majorities,  and  it  is  not  self  evidently 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  popular 
opinion  may  have  changed  enough  within 
the  recent  past  to  insure  a  stronger  legis¬ 
lative  support  for  a  woman  suffrage  bill 
than  such  measures  have  usually  had. 
The  friends  of  the  cauee  in  Massachusetts 
have  not  been  idle  during  the  past  year 
—Boston  Advertiser.
